TREATING GREEN FENCE POSTS 


| 
| Creosote and coal tar have long 
, been used for the preservation of 


quire dry posts for effective treat- 
ment. For many reasons farmers now 
desire to use freshly cut poplar and 
willow often available in farm shelter 
belts. Bluestone is efficient and 
cheap preservative for such posts, but; 
because the way to use it is not widely 
known the procedure is theréfore pre- 
sented. 

The butt end of the green posts are 
first peeled to about six inches above 
the depth of placing in the ground. In 
addition a narrow strip is peeled off 
the full length of the post. Bluestone | 
should always be dissolved in wooden 
containers because it corrodes metal 
vessels. Rain water is preferred. As 
this copper compound dissolves slow- 
ly, a suitable procedure is to hang a 
sack containing a few pounds in the 
After the peeled end of posts 
are placed in the solution for six to 
twelve hours, it will be observed that 
the blue color gradually rises to the 
tip of post indicating the process is 
completed. As the solution is used 
up more water can be added as long 
as undissolved bluestone remains in 
the suspended sack. Bluestone can 
usually be purchased at any local 
hardware store. The cost of treating 
posts by this process is less than one 
cent each and is much cheaper than 
the other preservatives mentioned. 

This method has been tested by the 
Dominion Range Experimental Sta- 
tion at Manyberries, Alberta, and the 
information is taken from a circular 
on this subject prepared by that Sta- 
ion. A further practical test of 
bluestone_for green fence posts has 
been made by the Cypress _ Hills’ 
ranchers who have fence posts treat- 
ed in this way atill standing in the 
fences for fifteen years.

Winter rye makes a relatively poor 
showing when seeded on _ freshly 
plowed sod. In many cases moisture 
is decidedly lacking in sod azd as a 
consequence, the winter rye makes a 
relatively poor showing. 

Unusual as it may appear, winter 
rye does better on disced than on 
freshly plowed stubble land. Land 
that has produced a crop of wheat, 
oats or barley usually has its mois- 
ture content reduced to a very low 
level. Plowing dissipates any sur- 
face moisture it contains, while disc- 
ing tends to conserve the moisture 
received during showers. Fall plow-} 
ed stubble land frequently is so dry 
that the seed rye will not germinate, 
while the germination on disced stub- 
ble land is usually uniformly strong 
and vigorous. 

It would seem reasonable that a 
crop of barley, or early oats, or early 
greenfeed, followed by a reasonably 
good crop of winter rye grown by 
the stubbling method, would be more 
profitable than a heavier yielding crop 


CUTTING ALFALFA -FOR SEED 


The growing of alfalfa is receiving 
more attention in different parts of 
the prairie provinces and some grow- 
ers are attempting to get from their 
own crop when possible seed for their 
own use. 

The handling of the seed crop where 
no special equipment is available is 
not in itself difficult as quite good re- 
sults may be obtained with the ordin- 
ary equipment found on prairie farms. 
The main difficulty lies in the fact 
that alfalfa produces seed in rather 
erratic fashion. A hot dry season pro- 
vides the most satisfactory climatic 
conditions for seed production. At the 
Deminion Experimental Farm at In- 
dian Head, in 1933, the early part of 


the summer particularly favored vig- 


erous plant growth with the result 
that alfalfa set no seed worth while 
in the first crop. The second crop, 


however, grown under drier conditions 
set seed in abundance 
late to mature 


average prairie conditions.

There is no substitute for newspap- 
er advertising. The radio advertise- 
ment undoubtedly produces some re- 
gults. Newspaper publishers should 
net approagh the, discussion of the 
subject in ,any, spirit of venom. If 
radio advertising is effective, if it 
produces results, ‘it will endure. That 
is the real test of any service. 

But the fact remains that the radio 
ad cannot do the job alone. ~ With 
very few exceptions the advertiser 
who useg the radio uses it only sup- 
plémentally and depends on the news- 
papers and periodicals to carry his 
real message. The radio advertise- 
ment carries to the listener a certain 
spirit of resentment, similar to the 
spirit which the patron of the moving 
picture feels toward the screen ad-

Lightning sometimes acts very 
choosy, as was demonstrated by an 
accident in Canada. Three men were 
sitting side by side on a bench when 
lightning struck the’ building, killed 
the man in the center, burned the man 
on the left, but left the man on the 
right untouched. As so often hap- 
pens, the body of the dead man did- 
n't have a single mark on it, but the 
injured man beside him had both legs| 


In so doing it follows the line of 
least resistance. Anything in its path 
such as a house, is an impediment 
through which it endeavors to pass as 
quickly as possible, and that urge is 
realized by the lightning’s seeking the 
best conductors. 

It is common sense, then, to forget 
these old wives’ tales about air cur- 
rents and small metal bodies in the 
hand and pay some attention to the 
elements of the house which may 
serve as conductors and your relation- 
ship to them. The average individual 
who backs away from a_ window 
thinks nothing of standing in front 
of the fireplace, for instance, where 
the hazard is actually genuine. The 
chimney is the obvious target for 
lightning, being the highest point on 
the house, and a charge striking it 
will go directly earthward down the 
chimney unless it finds a better con- 
ductor on the way, such as the metal 
fixtures around the fire-place or a 
metal heat pipe. If this new con- ! 
|ductor isn’t grounded, the charge 
leaps out to the next nearest con- 
ductor and anyone happening to be 
in it’s path get the full dose. 


Jt is wise therefore, to stay away 


| 
|\from the walls, the fire-place, the 
| 
| stove, even the radiator during a 
storm that is striking close. And 


|though the safest spot is generally 
| the center of the room, see that this 
‘does not place you between a con- 
|ductor leading down from the roof 
jand another opposite leading to the 
| ground. 

| Your chair might turn out to be the 
hot seat if it stood between a fire- 
place on one side and a radiator on 
the other. 

This is the principle behind the oc- 
|casional telephone accident in con- 
| junction with thunderstorms. Where 
| telephone wires are strung overhead 
‘on poles, they are often struck. Some 
|times the charge follows a lead-in to 
a house and on those very rare oc- 
casions it is possible for an individual 
|to be injured. It is not a bad plan 
to leave the telephone alone during 
a storm in the country. 

This brings up the radio hazard 
which has been greatly over-rated. 
While this statement must not be 
taken as authority for discarding 
one’s lightning arrester-—-which serves 
its purpose—the fact remains that 
radio aerials have given little trouble. 
One reason, perhaps, is that the wires 
are so small that they can’t accomo- 
date the terrific charge involved and 
are melted instantly. 

Lightning strikes about 2000 per- 
sons a year in the United States, of 
whom about 500 die. Thus an indi- 
vidual’s chances of being hit are less 
than one in 240,000; three times as 
many people are killed by tripping ov- 
er rugs, and lightning casualties rate 
approximately one five-hundredth of 
the injuries caused by automobiles 
And people who fear lightning may 
get consolation from the physicist’s 
maxim: “If you see a flash, you know 
it missed you” it's all over but the 
thunder, which is simply the sound 
effect of the explosion and occurs 
simultaneously with the flash. 

The time difference between the 
the two is due to the difference in the 
speed of light and sound. Light is 
practically instantaneous while sound 
travels about 1100 feet per second. 
Hence, if you count the seconds be- 
tween the lightning flash and the first 
sound of thunder and multiply the 
result by 1100, you will have the dis- 
tance in feet between you and the 
explosion.
